This bibliography was compiled during a selective 
review of the literature on team teaching by two statf members of the 
Upper Midwest Regional Educational Laboratory. It contains 
approximately 120 ERIC documents; 20 SRIS documents (School Research 
information Service) ; 13U books and pamphlets; 7 films; 700 
periodicals; and 120 reports, papers, studies, proposals, and theses. 
Nearly all entries were published since 1950. Ninety-six of the 
books, periodicals, and reports have been searched and classified 
into 10 categories. Explanation of the classification system is 
included. The ERtc documents, which include everything on team 
teaching processed by this system through February 1969, and SPIS 
documents have all been searched and classified. Explanation of this 
classification system is also included.
